Deacon William Trowbridge was a 
small farmer living near Sheboygan 
Falls. He went there over 50 years ago. 
Besides tilling a little patch of ground 
the deacon, who was indeed the very 
soul of honor aud ever had the respect 
aud confidence of all in that commu­ 
nity, was in the habit, before regular 
preachers were sent there, of reading a 
sermon or exhorting. 
There was no 
sham about Deacon Trowbridge’s piety. 
Ha was sincerity itself. 
Fifty years ago the little village was 
visited by a smallpox epidemic—an old 
fashioned, widespread and spreading 
epidemic—and they didn’t know how 
to scotch it as well as they do now. 
The first Sunday after the dreaded 
disease made its appearance the deacon’s 
congregation was quite large. 
At the 
end of the services he made an announce­ 
ment in about these words: 
"These services will be postponed un­ 
til after the smallpox disappears from 
the community. 
From this on I shall 
give my services to tho stricken fam­ 
ilies. I shall m inister to their wants, 
help to nurse them, and when they die 
follow them to tho grava It may be a 
long term or it may be a short term, 
but, however long or however short, it 
is my plain duty to help my distressed 
neighbors. M 
The word was well suited to the ac­ 
tion which followed. The good old (lea 
con hurried to his home, changed his 
clothes, bade his family goodby and at 
once began his work of mercy. What a 
work it was I The epidemic lasted near­ 
ly all winter. Large numbers died. Few 
in tho village escaped the disease. 
The 
deacon’s example was followed by oth­ 
ers. Men went to their homes, told their 
wives and children what the deacon had 
said and wasdoitig, arranged their busi- 
• ness, provided fuel and provisions, kissed 
their dear ones and went to the aid of 
the unfortunate. 
Like the deacon they 
went without reward or hope of reward. 
; Like hint they spent weeks and some of 
them months in that service without 
daring to go home lest their dear ones 
catch the disease. 
The strangest of all this strange ex­ 
perience is the fact that neither the dea­ 
con, the good souls who imitated his ex­ 
ample nor their families were overtaken 
by the malady, notwithstanding the fact 
that tho watchers, helpers and nursed 
were almost constantly in the presence 
of the suffering patients and notwith 
standing the fact that they laid out and 
helped to bury the dead.

In the honan where ferns are kept in­ 
duce by means of evaporation, syring­ 
ing or spraying as much moisture to the 
air as possible, for they generally do 
not successfully withstand a dry, parch­ 
ing atmosphere. 
For the purpose of 
retaining moist air about the plant 
Wardian cases or ferneries are often 
used with good success or a glass bell 
placed over the plant part of the time. 
It is well to bear in mind also that 
ferns, with the exception of the hardy 
upland sorts, grow iii 
moist, shaded 
places. It is therefore essential that 
they never dry out and that they be 
kept in partial shade. It is not wise, 
however, to soak the plants daily, 
whether needed or uot. 
When new 
fronds are unfurling, avoid placing the 
plant in a position where it will be ex­ 
posed to the full power of the sunlight, 
as it will sometimes burn or blast the 
tender young fronds. — Woman’s Home 
Companion.

The question of tho nightly illnmi 
nation of the old city was always a con- j 
tested one, and fiercely waged the war­ 
fare between the dukes and tho town 
authorities. 
It was Eberbard Ludwig 
who finally defied the doughty magis­ 
trates and ordered that a number of lan­ 
terns should be supplied. 
The lanterns 
were provided, 
but 
the magistrates 
would not allow them to be lighted. A 
hot contest followed between the duke 
and the chief magistrate. The latter 
had but one response for all the angry 
remonstrances of 
the duke, “ When 
people should be brought into view be 
fore the eyes of night thieves, how easy 
it would be for them to drug their vic­ 
tims to a dark place, plunder aud kill 
them!” Eberbard was obliged to give 
up his project. 
Duke Curl insisted that the streets 
should Lo lighted and carried his point, 
but no sooner bad bo removed his resi­ 
dence to Ludwigsburg than complete 
darkness once more nightly settled over 
the streets of Stuttgart. Iron pillars, to 
which shallow pans were attached, 
were stationed at 
regular intervals 
along the streets. 
When, on extraordi­ 
nary occasions, illumination was allow­ 
ed, rosin and pitch were lighted in these 
pans, and the flickering flames only 
added weirdness to the darkness that 
they were intended to dissipate. 
As late as 1770 lanterns hung in the 
places designated by Duke Carl, but 
they burned not. 
The security of the 
citizens was above all else.—“ Stutt­ 
gart,” by Eliso J. Allen, in Harper’s 
Magazine.

troubles are likely to increase as the ses­ 
sion advances. 
Mr. Hazlett is a very 
able young man. but he has set himself 
against the women leaders of the state 
aud the task he has cut out is of 
Herculean proportions. 
He does not be­ 
lieve that women’s suffrage has been a 
success iii Ohio, and one day last week 
he introduced a bill to repeal the statute 
giving women the right to vote on 
school matters. Twenty-four hours had 
not passed before he began to hear 
things. The women were not slow to 
take up the gauntlet,and already a score 
of societies, in various parts of the state, 
have adopted resolutions condemning 
Mr. Hazlett and his hill in scathing 
terms, and protesting against its pass­ 
age by the legislature. His mail is filled 
with letter demanding that he with­ 
draw the measure, and women lobbyists 
are calling him out for a talk two or 
three times a day. The state officers of 
the Women’s Christian Temperance 
union have taken official notice of this 
Attempt to trample upon the rights of 
the gentle sex and soon the state will be 
flooded with petitions against it, which 
all good women will be expected to sign. 
Mr. Hazlett’s argument for his bill 
is largely one of economy, and he claims 
that the women who take advantage of 
their right to vote are so few as not to 
pay for the extra expense of the special 
elections. 
Ho has at hand a mass of 
figures and statistics, to back up his 
position. The cost of elections for board 
of education is especially heavy iii the 
large cities, where separate ballot boxes 
are required and much additional ex 
pense is incurred. 
Yet, notwithstand 
ing all this, only a few women go to the 
polls on election day. 
In support of his position Mr. Hazlett 
tells of an amusing interview he had 
i yesterday with a suffrage advocate who 
desired to enter a protest. 
The lady 
sailed him out into tile lobby, during a 
session of the house, and proceeded to 
give him a piece of her mind. 
During 
the argument Mr. Hazlett asked how 
many times she had voted, which forced 
the lady to admit that she had never 
gone to the polls but once. 
She also 
confessed that she was induced to vote 
that time because she had a grudge 
against a woman who was running for 
the school hoard in her city. 
The fight has just begun, and the gen­ 
tleman from Crawford is likely to be 
more talked about than any other mem­ 
ber of the assembly. 
Mr. Hazlett is a 
newspaperman in addition to being a 
politician, a legislator anda Democrat, 
but he will find the women of the state 
a hard problem to tackle. 
Senator Horace E. Valentine is a fel­ 
low 
townsman 
of 
Representative 
Hazlett and he, too, has caused a sensa­ 
tion. 
This came iii the form of a reso­ 
lution to investigate the business of all 
the trusts in the state of Ohio. 
This is 
the most radical move yet made in the 
attempt at reform legislation promised 
It is a decided in Ho­ 


be given power to summon persons and 
call for books and papers, and that they 
shall investigate the affairs and com­ 
mercial relations of all corporations do­ 
ing business in Ohio that are suspected 
of affiliation with any trust or combine. 
The resolution was unanimously adopted 
by the senate Monday afternoon. 
Attorney General F. S. Monnett is 
the real author of the resolution and his 
opposition to trusts is well known. 
The 
investigation is intended to lay the 
foundation for legislation that will drive 
tho trusts out of the state. 
What will 
become of it all only the future can 
determine. 
Prominent attorneys and 
lobbyists, who are already here to watch 
legislation in the interests of corpora­ 
tions, profess not to fear it and claim 
that the senate committee will be un­ 
able 
to 
discover anything of con­ 
sequence. It is certain that the proposed 
investigation will he opposed and inter­ 
fered with by every possible means, but 
both Senator Valentine and Mr. Monnett 
assert that it will be pushed honestly 
and without fear or favor.

Hither the colored population of the 
surrounding region flocks, coning on 
foot, iii carriages and wagons," iii ox 
carts and mule carts, on horseback and 
mule back—in siiort, by every conceiv­ 
able mode of locomotion. 
Its dress is 
as varied as its vehicles. Indeed the 
negroes of the south are of all people 
the most cosmopolitan in the matter of 
dress.

what was left of the British columns 
were in disastrous rout. Twenty five 
minutes only of deadly carnage. Result. 
2,600 killed, wounded and prisoners on 
the British Hid**; on the American, y 
killed and 14 wounded; no prisoners— 
uever before, perbups never since, such 
deadly disparity. 
A British uflkvr who escaped from 
that whirlwind of shot and shell and 
lived to write of it says in his memoirs: 
“ The misty field of battle was now in 
undated with wounded officers and 
soldiers goring to the rear from the 
right, left aud center. 
Lu fact, little 
more than I,HOO soldiers were left un 
scathed of the 3.000 who had attacked 
the American lines. Pakenhain was 
tilled, Gibbs mortally wounded, his 
brigade dispersed like dust before the 
whirlwind, and Keene wounded. The 
command of his majesty’s forces now 
fell to Major General Lambert, who 
was the ouly general left, and who was 
reserve with his fine brigade. 
As 
soon as the action was over and some 
troops were formed in our rear we then, 
nuder a smart firo of grape and round 
shot, moved to the right arid joined our 
own corps, which had been ordered to lie 
down at the edge of a ditch, aud some 
of the old soldiers, with rage depicted 
on their countenances, were depianding 
why they were not led to the assault. 
The fire of tile Americans from behind 
their barricades had been indeed most 
murderous and had caused so sudden a 
repulse that it was difficult to persuade 
ourselves that such an event had hap­ 
pened, the whole affair being more like 
a dream or some scene of enchantment 
than reality. ” 
And yet behind the American in- 
trenchments were whole regiments that 
had never fired a shot. Ragii.ffuow and 
impatient to share in the glory of this 
victory, they demanded to be led against 
the retreating and demoralised enemy, 
but General Jackson refused to sanction 
an advance, feeling that tho foe was 
still too strong to be successfully met 
in'open plain, strewn as it was with 


XVII. 
AFTER THU VICTORY. 
It was tho splendid marksmanship of 
the Americans that won the day, re­ 
specting which one of the British an­ 
nalists bears testimony. "There was,” 
he says, “ a tree about two feet iu diam­ 
eter in the midst of our position, at 
which the American artillerists, seeing 
many of our officers clustering about it, 
fired a 32 pound shot, which struck the 
trunk *?xa* tly in the center aud buried 
itself there with a loud concussion. Cu­ 
riosity prompted somo of us to make a 
hasty inspect iou, aud we could clearly 
see the rusty ball within the tree. It 
was truly amusing, between tho inter­ 
vals of tiring tho cannon, to witness the 
risks ruu by the officers to take a peep 
at this good shot. ” 
But tho battle did not end with the 
retreat of the enemy on the west bank 
of the river, for it still raged on the 
other side, where Thornton and tho 
Jlritish soldiers had at last compelled 
tho Americans to retire and Patterson 
t*i spike his guns and throw the ammu 
uitiou into the river. While fortune fa­ 
vored the enemy over there a message 
came from the British commander ask­ 
ing for un armistice in order to bury the 
dead aud succor the wounded. Jackson 
was in doubt about the operations over 
tho river, but he saved by strategy what 
his men there had lost by assenting to 
an armistice for the west bank, bnt 
without applying to I he east. This cun­ 
ning stipulation so alarmed the stupid 
Briton that he instantly ordered buck 
the exultant Thornton aud commenced 
preparations for retreat to the ships. 
During nine days and nights the British 
soldiers labored at the making of a road 
through the morass by which they 
might retreat quickly aud in a body, 


laid low, besides 8 colonels and lieu­ 
tenant. colonels, 8 major* 18 captains 
and 54 subalterns nmong tho killed and 
wounded. 
Major General Pakeuham was hon­ 
ored wjth a monument in St. Paul’s, 
erected at the expense of British tax­ 
payers; General Lambert was knighted 
(though an English historian has said 
that Sir John Moore was tho only Brit­ 
ish general who gained fame by a re 
treat), while tho man who boat thorn to 
tho ground was subjected to censure for 
s.Bowing their commands to osonpo at 
all. 
Such is tho difference botwecu the 
gratitude of royalty and republics. 
The mercurial people of Now Orleans, 
some of whom had been at daggers 
drawn with General Jackson for hi* 
severe hut necessary measures of m ili­ 
tary repression, now reeeived him with 
all the homage duo a victorious emperor, 
compelled him to pass beneath a tri­ 
umphal arch, crowned him with laurel 
and placed him on view in their Rrcat 
cathedral. Still, this did not proven! 
bim from being haled before a judge 
and fin* *! 1 1,OOO on account of having 
transcended Ins powers as civic magi 
trate—-u fin*? which ho paid under pro­ 
test uud which was not remitted until 
many years had primed. 


A h soon as possible after affairs bad 
settled down Mrs. Jackson and “ little 
Andrew” arrivod at New Orleans and 
were taken ut once to the hearts of the 
people. 
The general’s good wife had 
never before seen a city so large as this, 
and she had never mingled much in 
fashionable society, bnt her spouse could 
see nothing iu her that was not the 
glass of fashion and pattern of propri 
ety. A contemporary writer has left an 
account of their appearance at a ball 
given iu his honor: 
After «oppt?r we were treated to a 
most delicious pas do denx by tho cou­ 
pler* >r and his spousa Tosco those two 
figures—tile general, a long, haggard 
man, with limbs liko a skeleton, aud 
Mme. la G(morale, a short, fat dump­ 
ling—bobbing opposite each other like 
half drunken Indians to tho wild melody 
of ‘Possum up a Guin Tree’ and en 
deavoring t«» muko a spring into tho air 
was very remarkable and far more edi­ 
fying a spectacle than any ballot could 
possibly ha\e furnished.”

English proprietors 
of ihe concession grunt* d by the Mexi­ 
can republic for a monopoly of pearl 
fishing iii the gulf of California recent­ 
ly arrived in riuu Francisco and gave 
some interesting details of the present 
methods employed iu their industry, 
which has continued ever since the oc­ 
cupation of the country in tho time of 
Col tcH. 
Th*' whole coast of the gulf of Cali­ 
fornia abounds in pearls, and the con­ 
cessions control the ontiro territory. 
Until within the last fow years native 
divers were employed, und the depth to 
which they eonJd descend did not ex­ 
ceed 35 feet. 
With the introdurrtion of diving ap­ 
paratus tho limit of depth was increased 
to 30 fathoms. The best divers could 
formerly remain nuder water not to ex- 
ceed two minutes. 
A modern diver 
thinks nothing of a two hoar stop iu 
water IOO net in depth, though al 
greater depths tho stay is necessarily 
shortened on account of Hie enormous 
pressure of til*** superincumbent water. 
A diver when upon the floor of the ocean 
looks about for tho oyster, which ho 
tears from the object to which it is at­ 
tached and places in a small bag hang­ 
ing to a rope, which is hauled into the 
boat on a given signal. .Sometimes the 
number of oysters secured is large, ut 
other tim es only a few are caught.

Deacon William Trowbridge was a 
small farmer living near Sheboygan 
Falla He went there over 60 years aga 
Besides tilling a little patch of ground 
the deacon, who was indeed the very 
soul of honor aud ever had the respect 
sud confidence of all in that comma 
uity, was in the habit, before regular 
preachers were sent there, of reading a 
sermon or exhorting. 
There was no 
sham about Deacon Trowbridge's piety. 
He was sincerity itself. 
Fifty years ago the little village was 
visited by a smallpox epidemic—an old 
fashioned, widespread and spreading 
epidemic—and they didn’t know bow 
to scotch it as well as they do now. 
The first Sunday after the dreaded 
disease made its appearance the deacon’s 
congregation was quite large. 
At the 
end of the services he made an announce­ 
ment in about these words: 
"These services will be postponed un­ 
til after the smallpox disappears from 
the community. 
From this on I shall 
give my services to the stricken fam­ 
ilies. 
I shall minister to their wants, 
help to norse them, and when they die 
follow them to the grave. 
It may be a 
long term or it may be a short term, 
bot, however long or however sbort, it 
is my plain doty to help my distressed 
neighbor*. ” 
The word was well suited to the ac­ 
tion which followed. The good old dea­ 
con hurried to bis home, changed hie 
clothes, bade his family goodby and at 
once begun his work of mercy 
What a 
work it was! The epidemic lasted near 
lyall winter. Large numbers died. Few 
in the village escaped the disease. 
The 
deacon's example was followed by oth­ 
er*. Men went to their homes, told their 
wives and children what the deacon had 
said and wasdoitig. arranged their busi­ 
ness, provided fuel and provisions, kissed 
their dear ones aud went to the aid of 
the unfortunate. 
Like the deacon they 
went without re wan I or hope of reword. 
Like him they spent weeks and some of 
them months in that service without 
! daring to go home lest their dear ones 
catch the disease. 
The strangest of all this strange ex­ 
perience is the fact that neither the dea­ 
con, the good souls who imitated his ex­ 
ample uor their families were overtaken 
by the malady, notwithstanding the fact 
that the watchers, helpers and nurse* 
' were almost constantly in the presence 
of the sntTering patients aud notwith 
standing the fact that they laid out aud 
helped to bury the dead. 
Nearly half of the deacon's cougrega 
lion had disappeared when, the uext 
spring, be resumed 
services in 
the 
I schoolhouse. 
It was a sorrowful Hun 
day. Those in the audience who hod not 
lost members of their family had lost 
I neighbors aud dear friends. 
When the 
good old Christian had read a chapter, 
prayed aud talked a practical sermon, 
be referred feelingly to 
the scenes 
through which 
the community 
bad 
paused. I think every man, woman aud 
child in the room, including the deacon, 
wept. 
At the clos** of the talk he asked 
all present to join him on their knees 
in asking that the community might 
escape such visitations for all time to 
m ue. It was a most earnest appeal. 
I 
believe that that prayer ha* been an­ 
swered. 
There may have been a few 
cases of smallpox there ainee thou, but 
there has never been an epidemic. 
The Sunday after Sumter was fired 
upon, and while Deacon Trowbridge 
wa* conducting services in the Baptist 
church, the denomination to which he 
belonged for over NO years, he aud his 
congregation were disturbed by a great 
commotion in the stm t right in frout 
of the cli orch.

Mr. Hazlett is a very 
able young man. but he has set himself 
against the women leaders of the state 
and the task he has cat oat is of 
Herculean proportions. 
He does not be­ 
lieve that women’s suffrage bas been a 
success in Ohio, and one day last week 
he introduced a bill to repeal the statute 
giving women the right to vote on 
school matters. Twenty-four hours had 
not passed before he began to bear 
things. The women were not slow to 
take up the gauntlet,and already a score 
of societies, in various parts of the state, 
have adopted resolutions condemning 
Mr. Haalett and his bill in scathing 
terms, and protesting against its pass­ 
age by the legislature. His mail is filled 
with letter demanding that he w ith­ 
draw the measure, and women lobbying 
are calling him out for a talk two or 
three times a day. The state officers of 
the Women’s Christian Temperance 
anion have taken official notice of this 
attempt to trample opon the rights of 
the gentle sex and soon the state will be 
flooded with petitions against it, which 
all good women will be expected to sign. 
Mr. Haxlett's argument for bis bill 
is largely one of economy, and he claims 
that the women who take advantage of 
I their right to vote are so few as not to 
|my for the extra expense of the special 
elections. 
He has at hand a mass of 
figure* aud statistic*, to back ap his 
position. The cost of elections for board 
of edocation is especially heavy in the i 
large cities, where separate ballot boxes 
are required aud much additional ex­ 
pense is incurred. 
Yet, notwithstand­ 
ing all this, only a few women go to the 
polls on election day. 
In support of his position Mr. Hazlett 
MI* of an amusing interview he had 
i y«*sterday with a suffrage ad>orafe who 
d»**ired to enter a protest. 
The lady 
.rilled him out into the lobby, during a 
Hesston of the house, aud proceeded to 
give him a piece of her mind. 
During 
the argument Mr. H aslett asked how 
many times she had voted, which forced 
the lady to admit that she had never 
gone to the (tolls but onoe. 
She also 
iron fessed that she wa* induced to vote 
I that time because she had a grudge 
against a woman who was running for 
the school board ta her city. 
The fight has just begun, and the gen­ 
tleman from Crawford is likely to be 
more talked about than any other mem­ 
ber of the assembly.

The resolution was unanimously adopted 
by the senate Monday afternoon. 
Attorney General F. 8. Monnett is 
the real anthor of the resolution and his 
opposition to trusts is well known. The 
investigation is intended to lay the 
foundation for legislation that will drive 
the trusts out of the state. 
W hat will 
become of it all only the future can 
determine. 
Prominent attorneys and 
lobbyists, who are already here to watch 
legislation in the interests of corpora­ 
tions, profess not to fear it and claim 
that the senate committee will be un­ 
able 
to 
discover anything of con­ 
sequence. It is certain that the proposed 
investigation will be opposed and inter­ 
fered with by every possible means, bat 
both Senator Valentine and Mr. Monnett 
assert that it will be pushed honestly 
and without fear or favor.

AFTER THU VICTORY. 
It wa* the splendid marksmanship o1' 
the Americans that won the day, re 
spurting which one of the British an 
nalists bears testimony. “ There was,” 
he says, “ a tree about two feet in diam 
eter in the midst of our position, at 
which the American artillerists, seeing 
mauy of our officers clustering about it, 
fired a 32 pound shot, which struck the 
trunk exactly in the center aud buried 
itself there with a loud concussion. On 
riositv prompted some of us to make a 
hasty inspection, and we coaid clearly 
fee the rusty ball within the tree. It 
was truly amusing, between the inter 
val* of tiring tho cannon, to witness the 
risks run by the officers to take a peep 
at this good shot.”

This cun­ 
ning Htipnlution so alarmed the stupid 
Briton that be instantly ordered back 
the exultant Thornton and commenced 
preparations for retreat to the ships. 
During nine days and nights the British 
soldiers labored at the making of a road 
through the morass by which they 
might retreat quickly aud in a body, 


laid low, besides 8 colonels end lieu 
tenant colonels, 0 majora, 18 captains 
and 54 subalterns among the killed and 
wounded. 
Major General Pakeuham was hon 
ored wjth a monument in S t Paul’s, 
erected at the expense of British tax­ 
payers; General Lambert was knighted 
(though an English historian has said 
that Sir John Moore was the only Brit­ 
ish general who gained fame by a re 
treat), while tho luau who boat them to 
the ground was subjected to censure for 
allowing their commands to eses po at 
all. Such is tho difference between the 
gratitude of royalty and republics. 
The mercurial poop lo of New Orleans, 
some of whom had been at daggers 
drawn with General Jackson for his 
severe but necessary measures of mili­ 
tary repression, now received him with 
all the homage duo a victorious emperor, 
com im*I led him to pass beneath a tri­ 
umphal arch, crowned him with laurel 
and placed him on view iii their groat 
cathedral 
Still, this did not prevent 
him from la*ing haled liefore a judge 
and file d f I,OOO on account of having 
transcend' *1 bis powers as civic magi* 
trate—a fine which ho paid under pro­ 
test mid which was not remitted until 
mauy yours bud passed. 
As ms in as possible after affairs had 
settled down Mrs. Jackson and “ little 
Andrew” arrived at Now Orleans and 
were taken at alice to the hearts of the 
people. The generals good wife had 
nevi r before soon a city so large as this, 
and she had never mingled much in 
fashionable tindery, but her spouse could 
see nothing in lier that was not the 
glass of fashion mid pattern of propri 
t ty. A contemporary writer has left an 
account of their appearance at a ball 
given iu his honor: 
“ After supper we were treated to a 
most delicious pas do dent by the con 
qneror and his spouse.
